Controversy Leaves Religious 


Organization Only Three 
Alternatives 


-The Established Church of 


England—whose adherents in America 
form the Episcopal Cfaorch—today is 
facing what some of its own bishops 
have called the gravest crisis in 250 
years- And it is all because the House 
of Commons twice has rejected by de- 
cisive vote a revised 
prayer-book 


«-hich had the adherence of a majority 
of the bishops, clergy and laity of the 
church- 
It is one 01 those extraordinary 


things that could happen only in Eng- 
land, where the church is the establish- 
ed state religion and is endowed by the 
nation, but in return must submit to 
a large measure of final control by 
Parliament. Today, therefore, more 
than at any time in its long history 
of leaders of that religion find they 
have a church in chains. 


Other Protestant sects are perfectly 


free by means of their church machin- 
ery to make any changes in their creed 
or book that they chose. The Church 
of England t""* not tliat freedom. 


For 20 years there has been agita- 


tion for a revised prayer book. Some 
months ago. with the approval of a 
large majority of the bishops, clergy 
and laity, such a book was submitted 
for approval by Parliament. It was 
defeated in the House of Commons. A 
.few slight alterations were made and 
it again was submitted to the Com- 
mons. It was defeated by an even 
larger majority. 


BEATEN BY NON-MEMBERS 


Such is the make-up of Commons 


that the prayer book of the Church 
of-England was defeated mainly by the 


vote of 106 members who are not com- 
municants of that church and some of 
whom belong to no Christian church 
at alt To add to the irony of things, 
the revised prayer book of the Church 
of England got a. majority 
of 
the 


votes of the English members of the 
House of Common*, but was defeated 
mainly by Scotch, Wehs*> and Irish 
voters. 
-^ 
Premier Baldwin, an Englishman, 


led the majority of his cabinet 
col- 


leagues and the majority of his Conser- 
vative party to vote "aye." But Sir 
William Joynson-Hicks, a member of 
Baldwin's cabinet and also an Eng- 
lishman defeated his chief by getting 
a majority of the votes of the Labor 
and Liberal parties. 


The church thus has been denied its 


right to have power over its own creed 
and its own books. The issue thu? 
defined will have to be faced this sum- 
mer.

make the new prayer book the law of 
the church by giving it full canonical 
sanciion. 


AVOUIJB INVOLVE OTHERS 


The last step would be fraught with 


grave dangers and would plunge the 
nation into bitter controversy. There 
would at once arise the demand on Use 
part of other Protestant religions that 
the Church of England, having broken 
its contract with the state, 
should 


cease to be an Established Church. 
And if disestablishment once were de- 
manded others would be sure to de- 
mand disendowment also. 


Under the law of the land, the king 


must be a member of the Church of 
England. Indeed, one of his titles is 
-Defender of the Faith." If the church 
were disestablished as tne state reli- 
gion, there would be nothing to pre- 
vent future kings belonging to other 
churches. The church would lose its 
official character; it probably would 
lose many of its privileges. Among

perature raised, the 
pastures were 


trimmed off to the ground and dried 
up, meadows were ih:n and short, 
verr little alfalfa and clover was in 
sight, small grain showed good stands I 
but small growth, corn was a few 
inches above the ground in some 
fields and in others the seed had not 
sprouted and no crop promised an 
aierage yield. Xo pasture, a quarter 
of a crop of hay a third of a crop of 
small grain, a ftur crop of peas and 
nothing but fodder com, were the pre- 
diction of observers. 
Some farmers 


were predicting a shortage of fall and 
winter feed for their animals and the 
early marketing of dairy cattle and 
other animals they could feed. 


Since the growing weather set in 


pastures have improved and most of 
them are now supplying feed enough 
for the herds, haying is on and the 
meadows, except in rare cases, are 
yielding from one to two and one-half 
tons to the acre, with twice as= much 
alfalfa, sweet clover and other clovers 
as was seen in the spring. 
Corn 


planted early is better than knee high 
and some corn covers the ground. The 
tatter corn fields show good stands 
•with the plants growing rapidly. The 
conditions now point to an average 


Ucrop of corn in the section under con- 
sideration. Rye is changing color and 
on_the whole, will be better than an 
average crop. Barley is .headed out 
and suggests a yield ranging from 20 
to 50 bushels to the acre. 


Oats are heading, look very thrifty

SOYBEANS FILL UP 


EMPTY HAY LOFTS 


Will Come to the Rescue of 


Badger Farmers W h e n 
Other Crops Fail 


Soybeans may come to the rescue 


of many Wisconsin farmers, who have 
been left with prospects of an empty 
or only partially filled"nay loft this 
summer, due to winter killing of al- 
falfa and clover. • 


Seldom have farmers of the state 


had a more unfavorable outlook for 
their hay and pasture crops than the 
present season 
Frequent and alter- 


nate periods of freezing and thawing 
throughout the past winter have had 
their destructive effect 
ipon the le- 


gume hays, nor has the cold, dry 
spring helped along a crop that came 
through the winter season with weak- 
ened vitality. 


On many of these farms, where al- 


falfa and clover have failed, plans are 
now being made to sow substitute orj 
emergency hay crops, and according 
to G. B. JIortim"r, field crop specialist 
of the Wisconsin College of Agricul- 
ture, the btst of these for Wisconsin 
dairy districts is soybeans. 


"The soybean is the best hay sub- 


stitute for the dairyman when there 
are shortat.es of alfalfa and clover," 
declares Mortimer, "It 
-ontains ^s 


much urotein, _f not more, than al- j 
falfa. and „ harvested with care, its 
palatabiTity is unquestioned. In addi- 
tion to its good qualities for a hay, a 
crop of soybeans, if property inocul- 
lated. has a beneficial effect upon the 
soil by fixing atmosphere nitrogen in 
th" ground." 


For be^t results. Mortimer recom- 


mends sowing soybeans at about corn 
planting time, and it should then be 
ready to cut for haj- along about the 
fir^t pan of August. Under ordinary 
conditions, it should yield two or four 
tons of very good hay to the acre. He 
emphasizes the importance of inocu- 
lating thri seed with soybean culture 
before sowing-, citing that the small 
ext'-a cost and trouble is well repaid 
in increased yields. Soybean culture 
mar. be had. at the cost of its prepara- 
t.on. from thc acrri'-ultura: bacteriol- 
ocy departmen" of the ^tate college
